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MOSLEY’S NEW TECHNIQUE 


OBSERVERS of recent developments in Fascist tactics will not 
have been surprised at the Press report that Sir OSWALD MOSLEY 
is extending his fatherly patronage to the taxi-drivers of London. 
To quote the actual words of the report in question, he is 
“championing London taxi-drivers against what they call the 
‘private hire menace.’” On the 27th of this month, we are iold, 
he will “probably attend a British Union of Fascists meeting 
specially orgenised for London cab-drivers.’’ Before that meeting 
could take place, however, another composed of several hundred 
drivers was held—on Monday lJast—according to the s.me report, 
al the Fascist headquarters in Westminster. In preparation for it 
posters had for some days been ‘‘distributed at all cab ranks, 


calling on Bri ish cab-drivers only to attend the mee ing.’ And 
Ci tic poster it was stated that three prob!ems of taxt-drivers 


Would be discussed — Private Hire competition,’’ **the influx of 
the Jow into the trade,’’ ‘* the monopoly of the big trinsport 
combines.”’ It is as we'l that the inner mesning of this sudden 
‘nd benevolent interest in London’s taximen should be studied 
and grasped, 

‘he first things that leap to the eye are the poster announce- 
ment about the “ influx ’’ of the Jew into the trade and the 
‘ontining of the projected meeting to ** British cab-drivers only.” 
The ‘implications here are clear. They are (1) that the Jew is to be 
“Viffcrentiated from other British citizens, and (2) that his entry into 
the occupation of cab-driving is problem for special con- 
‘deration and presumably a matter for concern. Both implications 
indicate a further instalment of the wretched creed of Continental 


anti-Semitism. Like the meetings in the ‘poverty-stricken East 


End streets, they are not aimed at the ‘‘ international financiers *’ 
who are supposed to be Sir OSwWALD’s particular preoccupation, 
but at a number of Jews who presume to get a living in an 
honourable and useful occupation. But it is obvious that if a 
grand Jew-hunt is to be started in every trade or business in which 
Jews seek their daily bread, not only will Jews themselves be 
prejudiced but this country will find itself swept into the current of 
Continental mumerus clausus agitations, with all the certainty 
of civic disturbance and confusion. These dangers will not fill the 
Fascists with anxiety. They are part of the price which they have 
already shown themselves willing to pay—or, rather, willing to 
make the nation pay—for the policy of driving to power over the 
body of the Jew. But how do the people of this country—the 
decent men and women who have no wish to discriminate between 
citizen and citizen in the walks of trade and the professions—view 
this crazy and desperately un-British campaign? How, in their 
own material interests, would they respond to a hostile movement 
against a community which, as the records prove, has borne a 
great and historic part in building up the trade and commerce of 
the country ? 

But the matter goes much further and deeper, and opens up 
perils to which the attention of the general community should 
be urgently called. This sudden fathering of the taximen is only 
a single example of the new technique adopted by Fascism in recent 
months. Discouraged by the meagre results of open political 
agitation, it has proceeded to burrow underground, to sap and 
mine among the trade unions and other classes of the population 
by inculcating its doctrines among them. . There is nothing new in 
this plan. It is the old Communist trick of creating propagandist 
“ cells’ in every organisation of individuals vulnerable to such 
tactics, including businesses, factories, and trade unions. Like 
Fascism it-elf, it has been imported from abroad. In methods, as 
in sO many other respects, Communism and Fascism are twin 
brothers. But if Fascism is allowed in this country to succeed 
where Communism failed, the peril to trade unionism is manifest. 
Organised labour will be courting disruption, and probably digging 
its own grave. And in the process a bigger threat will be offered 
to democracy than has faced this country since democratic institu- 
tions developed here. The history of the foreign models, which 
thé@ British Fa cists are slavishly aping, proves this up to the hilt. 
The taximen may succumb to Fascist allurements, they may guile- 


lassly respond to the invitation of “dilly, dilly, come and be 


killed.” But are the great body of British trade-unionists so 
simple as not to know what is afoot? Will they be hoodwinked, 
or will they awake with the cry of “save us from our ‘ friends *”’ 
and defend themselves against the subtle and insidious menace ? If 
there is any. hing in the tradition of their sturdy common sense, they 
will send German Fascism to where it belongs and make a clean 
sweep of Mosl!ey’s new technique. 

But perhars the gravest feature of the new Fascist technique 
has yet to be stressed. The country ts to-day facing a tremendous 
international crisis which taxes all its resources, and the power and 
wisdom of its manhood and its womanhood. In this situation, which 
often seems to verge on the brink of devastating war, the prime 
and ir dispensable necessity 1s the completest national unity. 
Every quarrel, every sti ring of racial animosities, weakens the strong 
right arm of the nation and encourages and strengihens potential 
enemies. It was partly the Geiman belief in 1914 that the Irish 
disagreement had palsied the British power that led to the most 
terrible war in all history. Yet the present is the time which Fascists 
choose for distracting the national energies and sowing antagonisms, 
distrusts and dissension. At a moment when all strife should be 
stilled, ‘British men and women are b.:dden to heap faggots on the 
fire of racial enmity, and to fill the air with the poison gas 
of hatred made according to the formula of the German 
laboratories. Could any greater disservice to imperious 
national interests be conceived? That is a_ question 
for every reasonable British citiztn concerned for the safety 
of this country. Of the answer, the strong reprobation of the 
mischief-makers, there cannot for one moment be any doubt. 
Meanwhile it ‘s, or should be, superfluous to add that the position, 
as we have described it, lays on Jews, also, an inescapable obliga- 
tion. They have now to be doubly on their guard against the 
menace of the new Fascist methods, to make plain up and down 
the country the threat these methods present not merely to Jews 
but to democracy and to the security of the country. They owe 
this not only to their own Community but to their fellow-citizens, 
with whom their whole desire is to live in undisturbed peace and 


mutual helpfulness. 
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NOTES 


SHEVUOTH 

TO-MORROW evening we shall begin in the Synagogues depleted 
numbers, one fears—the celebration of Shevuoth. That there should 
be this decline in attendance is not a little surprising, for the Festival, 
with its sp'ash of colour and its fragrant memories of the Jewish 
agricultural age, is, or should be, a cheering and exhilarating influence 
in these drab days, and, as“ Watchman” remarks this week, those who 
discard it sacrifice more than they realise. But there is, of course, 
vastly more in the celebration than that. Shevuoth, in ancient Palestine, 
marked the end of the grain harvest, of which Passover marked the 
beginning. The two festivals were thus linked in one continuous 
event that lasted through seven weeks of gladness. They had an extra 
significance, however the one as the commemoration of the giving 
of the Law, the other as a victory for human liberty. In their 
linking, therefore, in Jewish religious teaching, are united the two 
weightiest desiderata in human life. Law and liberty! They are the 
twin foundations of human progress. To belittle and outrage them ts to 
call down anarchy and summon the all-enveloping darkness. What 
finer misston than to proclaim their eternal efficacy ? And what more 
glorious role than to maintain them in the face of all the lords of misrule, 
master-anarchists, and slave-drivers of our day? Let Jews, by 
their steadfast loyalty to their great religious festivals and the 
messages they convey, prove themselves worthy of their destiny, and 
help thus to ennoble themselves and their fellow-men. It ts their one 
consolation in these troublous times. 


OF THE WEEK 


THE PARAMOUNT CAUSE 

AN immediate appeal for funds is being launched by the Jewish 
Religious Education Board, and it is to be hoped that it will go sharply 
home to the communal conscience, as well as to its sense of its own 
paramount interests. The reasons for it are set forth in the intro- 
duction to an interview with the esteemed President of the Board, Dr. 
Nathaniel Lucas, which appears elsewhere in this tssue. “It Is an 
attempt, an almost desperate attempt, to prevent the Board's work 
from being considerably curtailed, or even the unthinkable disaster 
of the Board going under altogether.” Having said that, we feel 
that the appeal demands little further reinforcement from us. 
Everyone agrees that the transcendent need to-day of this Community 
of ours ts the instruction of the young generation in the tenets of their 
faith. Deny it, or whittle it down, and you not only exacerbate the 
existing Anglo-Jewish difficulties known of every thinking Jew S&nd 
many non-Jews, but you rob English Judaism of any hope of a future 
in these islands. Whatever the other calls that are made on us, there- 
fore, this from the Education Board simply must override them tn 
point both of consequence and urgency. We beg our readers to study 
Dr. Lucas’ words, to lay them well to heart, to make an end of the 
scandal which gives a primary educational institution an assured 
income of a mere £50 per week, and to offer such a response to the 
Appeal as will set the Board’s anxieties at rest and secure it reasonable 
opportunity to maintain and in_rease its sacred labours. 


NEW FETTERS FOR JEWS 

Botu houses of the Hungarian Legislature having now adopted the 
Bill which enforces a 20 per. cent maximum of Jewish participation in 
the cultural and economic life of the nation, that measure is expected, 
in a month's time, to become law. That it isa violation of solemn treaty 
obligations is a consideration to which it ts almost ridiculous to 
appeal in days when the prime function of a treaty ts to be trodden on. 
Nor can one take serious!y the defence made that the Bill is not 
inspired by Jew-hatred, but only by a desire to hand over key 
positions to non-Jews. In other words, it is not that they love 
Jews less but that they love non-Jews more. But, of course, the 
result for the Jews ts the same in either case. In reality, however, the 
Hungarian Jew is only playing the race’s traditional role of scapegoat 
in this matter. The farmers’ poverty, the mass of labourers without 
land, and the bourgeois element sinking in the social scale, have created 
a great problem of discontent and lent a big impetus to the local Nazi 
movement under the notorious leader, Szalasi. Insiead of meeting this 
with healthy reforms, the ruling classes “ take it out of the Jews.” in the 
hope that, incidentally, they will thereby also take it out of the Nazi 
agitation and thus purchase a precarious peace for themselves. 


It is the same stupid game that the Rumanians attempted to play ; 
the same, too, that is now contemplated in Poland. And the only 
result will be the complete domination of Hungary by German power 
and influence. That may, or may not, give other nations cause for 
reflection. It marks, at least, another big stage in the appalling 
deterioration of the Jewish position.

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Mr. LOUIS ZANGWILL 


We regret to announce the death of Mr. Louis Zangwill, brother of 
the late Israel Zangwill, and a noted novelist and critic. The deceased, 
who wrote for a considerable time under the pseudonym of “ Z.2Z.,” 
was born in Bristol on July 25th, 1869. His most important publica- 
tions were “A Drama in Dutch,” “The World and a Man,” “ Cleo 
the Magnificent,” and “ One's Womenkind.” Some years ago he 
contributed a number of articles to Tue JewtsH Curonicre Literary 
Supplement. 


Mr. JoserH LeFrwich writes: 

“The great procession graveyards goes on,” Israel Zangwill wrote 
many years ago. “ The scythe of the Black Angel shines—and it 1s 
always the mowing season.” Israel 
Zangwill was the first of the group to be 
mowed down. nearly twelve years ago. 
And then his cousins, Joseph Cowen and 
David Eder, died. His eldest sister died 
the same week as Dr. Eder, and now Louts 
Zangwill has died, his “ brother-novelist 
and novelist-brother,” as Israel Zangwill 
called him. Now only one brother, Mark 
Zangwill, and one sister, Mrs. Horn, are 
left. 

Louis Zangwill attended the Jews’ Free 
School in London, where he became a 
teacher, like his brother Israel, and lett 
together with him. While he was teaching 
at the school, when he was only about 
seventeen, he made his name as a brilliant 
and original chess player, and won prizes 
at chess tournaments. He was also a 
brilliant mathematician, and about the 
same time he tutored his older cousin— 
Eder in mathematics when Eder decided to take up medicine; and 
quite recently he similarly tutored his nephew and .godson, Oliver 
Louis Zangwill, Isracl Zangwill’s son. A few years ago, Louis 
presented to the Hebrew University in Jerusalem his valuable collection 
of mathematical works, many out of print and rare. Louis was with 
his brother when Theodor Herzl, on his first visit to England in 1895, 
drove straight from the station to see Isracl Zangwill. “ His brother 
was reading by the fire,’ Herzl recorded in his diary. “1 was reading 
by the fire,” Louis himself recorded. “1 remember even my book 
Matthew Arnold's Essays on Criticism—which | was enjoying with a 
curious sense of rest and leisure, having just sent a book of my own 
to press after months of heavy labour.” 

There 1s a good story of how Louts came to write his first book. 
Israel had already become famous, and there had been a gathering at 
his house of writers and artists. Israel had expected to find his young 
brother overawed, but he wasn't, and said that if those people could 
write books so could he; and that very night he sat up and produced 
by the morning the first chapter of his “ Drama in Dutch.” It is an 
excellent novel. He used to tell a story himself of how at an alfair he 
had been introduced to a gushing lady, who had immediately wanted 
to know if he was related to Israel Zangwill. He told her he was his 
brother. “And do you write as well?” she asked. “ Much better, 
Madam,” he answered. He had jumped at the pun, but he was. 
indeed, a fine writer. He was a man of wide culture, with a delightful 
style, and an appreciation of aesthetics. His other books were all 
interesting, some of them witty and highly ingenious, and many of 
the essays he contributed regularly during the War years to the art 
mazagine, CoLour, were very fine. But, at least in the more than 
twenty years that | knew him, he had no ambition, no desire to assert 
himself. He had done much philosophic reading and had developed 
a philosophic mind, which stood him in good stead in the last years 
when he was afflicted both by financial losses and ill-health. He was 
a humanist, who believed in Judaism's message of goodwill, and he 
saw, in his own words, “the whole earth is full of violence and ill- 
will, Sodom and Gomorrah flourish. All the world overruns the 
heathen doctrine that the State has no ethical obligations to the 
individual. The State can do no wrong! As for the Jew. the worst 
chapter of his history is still uncompleted.” The deceased had collected 
books and works of art and old furniture, and he discovered that thev 
could become a burden, and divested himself of them. He preached 
to himself spartan simplicity. The less one has the easier one’s load. 
he said. But his mind was stocked with intellectual treasures. He was 
a scholar and a gentleman. In my house, where he was always at 
home, everybody loved him. All who met him here spoke of him 
with affection. 

For the last six months, Louis Zangwill had been living with his 
sister and her daughter at Holland-on-Sea, where he died of heart 
failure on Wednesday, May 25th. JI had not seen him during this 
time, but he wrote to me several times, though it was difficult. “ A 
hel ty youngster like yourself could not possibly realise the difficulty 
enitatled for me in the simplest task,” he wrote. “I have been reduced 
to an unimaginable state of absence of energy.”

The upheaval of Nature, which was the setting the 
proclamation of God's will to mankind through Isracl, emphasiseg 
the truth that the Torah was intended to produce an upheaval jn the 
conditions under which men were living. Numerous evils prevailed 


that robbed them of happiness, security, and contentment. A state 
of perpetual unrest was created by hatred and strife, violence ang 
robbery. The weak were mercilessly trampled under the hee! of the 
strong, and the strong, when they grew weak, became in ty 
victims of brute force. .Righteousness and justice were unknows 
a rule for controlling human relationship. 

At Sinai the Israclities were entrusted with the mission of indi. iting 
to the world the way which leads to pleasantness and peace. They, 
too, had to indulge in warfare to secure their national home: but jts 
limits were strictly defined. Having settled in their land, they were 
forbidden to take the offensive for the purpose of enlarging their 
territory. Apart from the war of possession, the Bible only permits 
defence against attack. 

The new doctrine which Israel was to hold in charge for a}! man- 
kind is epitomised in a few brief sentences of the Decalogue. “ Thou 
shalt not murder —life is a precious gift from God and must be 
safeguarded as something sacred. That exhortation was meant to 
stanch the flow of human blood which stained the earth. “* Thou 
shalt not steal ”—this command aimed at subverting the theory of 
property then in vogue. To take from a neighbour what was lawfully 
his must be regarded as a crime. To have the power to deprive him 
of his possessions did not confer the right to do so. The weak must 
be protected, not exploited, by the strong. “ Thou shalt not covet” 
an exhortation intended to drive out the wrongful desire to own a 
neighbour's property, because the longing may be the forerunner oi 
wrongful action. 

Unhappily, man has wilfully ignored the teaching of Sinai, to his 
dire cost. The story of the human race down to this day ts writtes 
on blood-stained pages as a consequence. The clash of arms. the 
groans of wounded and dying, and the lament of the bereaved provide 
the heart-rending accompaniment to the tragic drama of histor) 

Worst of all, the advancement of civilisation has brought no improve 
ment in this respect. The doctrine of Sinai is being flagrantly 
contradicted by men of authority in modern times. Against Gods 
command “ Thou shalt not murder,” we have to set such declaravions 
as: “War is sacred; it is one of the Divine laws of the world; tt 
upholds in man all great and noble feelings—honour, self-sacrifice, 
virtue, and courage. War alone saves men from sinking into the 
grossest materialism.” “He who knows history knows also that il 
would positively be a mutilation of human nature if we tried to banish 
war out of the world.” 

Here we have the clearest possible contradiction between the 
Decalogue and modern leaders of men. What is held by the former 
to be a hideous evil is exalted into a supreme virtue. The fate of 
humanity depends upon the choice between these alternatives, because 
the increased destructiveness of warfare, made possible by scicntilc 
discovery, threatens the very existence of our civilisation. 

The dread of war overhangs the nations of the world. Every people 
loudly professes its earnest desire for peace, while making feverish 
preparations for a conflict into which it is helplessly drifting. Political 
mancuvres are undertaken by Governments in the hope of averting 
the crash; but simultaneously vast sums, which can be ill afforded, are 
spent upon armaments. All this is indicative of the mutual mistrust 
which is rife among nations. Each eyes the other with suspicion, and 
doubts its plighted word. | 

The root cause of the chaotic state of international affairs to-day 5 
accordingly moral decadence, and the true remedy cannot be sought 
in the political field. The warnings of Sinai are unheeded, and the 
inevitable result is a haunting fear of what to-morrow may bring. Life 
is being drained of its sweetness for untold millions of men and womer 
by the spectre of bombers hailing down destruction from the Skies. 
The labour of centuries may become a heap of ruins within a ~ 
minutes, Such is the prospect which confronts man in the presem. 
That is the path into which he ts being forced. 

The way of escape is the rejection of false teachers and leaders, and 
submission to the covenant of Sinai, Shabuoth therefore omer 
an urgent and vital message to a perplexed and darkened world: Lig 
and salvation are to be found in the Revelation of old which at 
Jewish people has preserved by continuous self-sacrifice. Be ee 
to the precepts of the Torah, it cries to a harassed humanity, ag 
“her ways are ways of pleasantness, and all her paths are pes**

M.P.’s Handsome Apology 
LSATION WITHDRAWN

“ Many influential people in this country are secretly supporting 
the Communist Party, the insidious propaganda of which is being 
backed by Jews.” That was the substance of allegations made in 
Glasgow by Lieut.-Col. Charles I. Kerr, D.S.O., M.P., a Lord of the 
Treasury, and Chief Liberal National Whip, in the course of an address 
at the annual meeting of the Scottish Liberal National Association held 
in the Ca 'doro Restaurant, Glasgow. 

Colonel Kerr said that the other day he attended in an M.P.'s house 
a secret meeting at which there were five M.P.s, ten other prominent men. 
and three men who had been working in Communist organisations tn orce 
to watch their activities 

“| can express nothing but horror at what I heard at that meeting.” 
Colonel Kerr added. ~ 1 am sure if you had been there sou would hari 
have credited the terrible, low-down, and wicked efforts which have been 
made to undermine eversthing we stand for and hold dear. Communist 
propaganda, we learned, works in three ways—through education, through 
politics and commerce. and through religion.

Sir Maurice Bloch’s statement appeared in the Glasgow Press at the 
week-end, and a statement to similar effect. issued by Rabbi Dr. Salis 
Daiches, of the Edinburgh Hebrew Congregation, was used by the Edinburgh 
Press. 

Colonel Kerr's Explanation 


Under the heading, “ M.P.’s Explanation of Glasgow Speech,” the tollow- 
ing report appeared in Monday's issue of the GLasGow HERALD: 

“In a letter to Tue Times, Lieut.-Col. C. L Kerr, D.S.O., M-P., Chief 
Liberal National Whip, corrects certain impressions he believes have been 
gained from his speech in Glasgow before the Scottish Liberal National 
Association. He writes: , 

“1 was referring to the efforts to form what is termed a Popular Front 
in this country. I por:nted out that in tact this cid function on occasions 
wien the National Government candidate was opposed by a combinatron 
of Socialists, Opposition Liberals, Communists, and the Council of Action. 
Il expressed my distress at certain of the Opposition Liberals allying them- 
selves, even if only temporarily. with Communists in order to defeat the 
Government candidate.

I said that I had many friends who 
were Jews, and sone I admired immensely, but that I reeretted that in 
this Communist movement there were many Jews, as, indeed, I fear there 
are Enztlish, Scots, and We'sh [here was no intention of an attack on 
the Jews as such, but a reference to the component influences in the Com- 
munist*movement. No one abhors the treatment of. the Jews in certain 
countries more than I do

JEWISH AGED AND NEEDY PENSION SOCIETY 


The annual meeting was held on Tuesday of last week at 14, Pembridge 
Place. by courtesy of Mr. and Mrs. K. M. Lazarus. The Chairman. 
Mtr. Edward A. Joseph, presided, and presented the annual report. The 
Society's pensioners were not drawn from the destitute poor, he said. They 
were tradespeople and gentlefolk, living in their own homes, who had fallen 
o2 hard times. Their names were never published, and this very secrecy 
handicapped the charity. Since 1929, when the Society celebrated its 
centenary, the number of applicants had been so heavy that the pension 
list had increased to over 100, with an annual expenditure of £2,300. 

Their first Aid Society, started in 1932, had made excellent progress, and 
had remitted £175 to the charity during 1937. They were indebted to their 
Hon. Solicitors, Messrs. Gilbert Samuel and Co., and to their Hon. Auditors, 
Messrs. Myers, Davies, and Co., for their valuable assistance. 

The accounts were submitted by Mr. Kenneth M. Lazarus. who pointed 
out that the receipts from the Sunday cinematograph performances had 
decreased. These. grants were made to them only in proportion to their 
receipts from private donations. The President and Hon. Officers were 
re-elected for the ensuing vear.

The 
arrests coincided with the arrival in Vienna of Herr Himmler, head 
o! the Gestapo. Among those arrested, it is reported, were Professor 


Strisower, chief physician of the Jewish Community Welfare Depart- 
ment, Herr Torczyner, brother of Professor Torczyner of the Hebrew 
University at Jerusalem; Herr Muehlbauer, an engineer; and Herr 
Hager. It is rumoured that many of those arrested will be sent to 
Styria to help to rehabilitate areas devastated by recent floods, 

The round-up continued on Monday, when hundreds of Jews were 
herded into vans and sent to the Dachau concentration camp. 

Small groups of Jews, most of them women relatives of the prisoners, 
all day long attempted to discover the reason for the arrests. They 
learnt no more than others learnt who went directly to the district 
police stations to make inquiries. Most of them were told: “He is 
a Jew. That's enough. He is due for Dachau.”

JEWS EVICTED FROM AUSTRIA 
** Dumped’’ Into No-Man’s-Land 


At least two thousand persons, the majority of them Jews, have 
been ordered to leave Reich territory within the next few weeks, 
reports the Jewish Telegraphic Agency from Vienna. The deportation 
orders were issued without regard to the fact that all frontiers are 
closed to emigrants from Austria. The victims include several hundred 
Jews from the province of Burgenland, which is being completely

It is hoped that pleas now being made on behalf of these unfortu- 
nates will have some effect. It is known that an urgent order to 
several hundred Jews of the town of Mattersburg, in Burgenland, to 
leave the Reich, has been modified, and the Jews have now been given 

ime unt] June 10th to leave. 

Che fifty-six. Ausirian Jew.sa who were expelled from 
Germany and later deported from Srerck, Lorraine, are at present 
living in a shed in “ no-man’s-land ” between the French and German 
frontiers, says the Dairy Heratp. “Sentries on both sides prevent 
any contact between these modern lepers——product of Hitler's civilisa- 
tion 1938—and the outer world.” The French Government, 1t adds, 
is afraid that if they are let in thousands of other lorryloads will be 
unloaded at the fronticr by S.S. Guards.

However, it is stated that at least twice as 
many need free meals. There ts also a great need for the establish- 
ment of “ middle-class ” kitchens for the feeding of unemployed artists, 
writers, doctors, and other professional people. An attempt to establish 
such kitchens will be made as soon as funds are available. 

It is admitted that to a great extent the Community ts groping in the 
dark in its attempt to alleviate suffering. This ts due not only to the 
lack of funds but to the rapidity with which Jewish life has been trans- 
formed. Many of the tax-paving members of the Community, their 
businesses sold for a song or taken away completely, are seeking help. 
In particular, emergency demands by Jews who face arrest unless they 
can obtain money to leave the country tend to frustrate any attempt 
to work out a closely-regulated budget. 3 

“The Jewish Community has done extraordinarily well in face of 
grave difficulties and has been making a noble attempt not only to 
provide for the destitute but to prepare in every possible way for 
emigration.” So Professor Norman Bentwich, who has been visiting 
Vienna on behalf of the Council for German Jewry, informed the 
J.1T.A. this week. Professor Bentwich added that Herr Neubacher. 
the Mayor of Vienna, had pledged all possible municipal support for 
the establishment of Jewish schools for retraining would-be Jewish 
emigrants. 

The Austrian Provincial Governor, Dr. Sevyss-Inauart, and the WNazi 
Commisstoner, Herr Buerckel, have issued a joint decree transferring the 
supervision of the registration of Jewish property in Austria, according to 
the recent law issued by Field-Marshal Goering, from the Governor to 
the Minister of Commerce. A special department to carry out the registra- 
tion ts to be established within the Ministry. In future, all proposals 
for the acquisition of Jewish property in Austria will have to be addressed 
to him. Transfers made without the new department's approval will be 
regarded as illegal and are to be punished as such. Businesses already 
transferred must obtain the department's approval not later than June 20th.

MANCHESTER WOMEN’S APPEAL 


Lord Rothschild’s Speech 
HORRORS OF THE AUSTRIAN SITUATION 


Correspondent] 


Four weeks of enthusiastic endeavour by a band of devoted workers 
has resulted in £1,200 being collected in Manchester by the local 
Women’s Appeal for Jewish Child Victims of Persecution. Over 
£300 has come in as a result of Sunday night's concert at the Houlds- 
worth Hall, and the luncheon at the Midland Hotel on Tuesday was 
attended by the Rt. Hon. Lord Rothschild and a gathering of 360 
people and brought in the sum of £900 for the Youth Aliyah funds. 
Grace was recited by the Rev. J. Pereira Mendoza. 

The Mayor of Salford (Councillor J. Milwood, J.P.) presided at the 
luncheon. - He said that “ righteousness exalteth a nation,” and there 
was nothing righteous about bullets or bombs or driving innocent 
human beings from their native soil. So long as he lived, he would 
stand by the oppressed, and he felt it a privilege to be associated with 
the effort for saving German-Jewish children. 

Lord Rothschild, in the course of his address, said: The last time 
J came to Manchester it was a sad occasion. I came to attend the 
Commemoration Service for my late uncle, and I remember Mr. Laski 
saying to me that he hoped the next time that I came we would have 
a lot of fun together. I am afraid that that occasion will have to 
be postponed, for I am here to-day at a time when fun would seem 
to be singularly out of place in the world. Although the feeling of 
sadness at the medieval and barbaric treatment that our coreligionists 
are getting in Central Europe to-day must inevitably be the uppermost 
thought in our minds, I cannot help fecling that we ought at the same 
time to thank God that we live in so peaceful a country as England. 


The English a Just and Gencrous People 


I believe that I am right in saying that there is as littl anti-Semitism 
in this country to-day as in any country in Europe, and although our 
enemies may say that this is due to there not being so acute a Jewish 
problem in England as there is elsewhere, I am convinced that the 
reason for this ts that the English are a just and generous people, and 
they realise, unlike other countries, that a Jew js just as much a good 
patriot as he is a good Jew. I myself have always felt the greatest 
pride at being English, and I am just as much an Englishman with 
all the duties that go with it as a Jew with all the duties that go with 
that.. How many other countries are there in which the Jews are 
treated in exactly the same way as the Christians, where the police 
guard them and their property, where they have equal rights and equal 
responsibilities--and, for that matter, in these things there are few

AGENCY REPORT TO THE LEAGUE 


Year 1937 in Review 
MUCH PROGRESS RECORDED 


Meagre gration Figures 


The Jewish Agency's memorandum to the League of Nations on 
the development of the Jewish National Home in Palestine was issucd 
on Wednesday. It is accompanied ‘by a letter from Dr. Cham 
Weizmann, President of the Agency, in the course of which he refers 
particularly to the artificial limitation of Jewish immigration. He 
writes: “ This issue continues to be a subject of the utmost concern 
to the Jewish Agency, and I would take the opportunity of reiterating 


; ‘the expression of the Jewish Agency's deep regret that the Govern- 
| ment has found it necessary to depart in so marked a degree from the 
. obligation it has assumed to facilitate Jewish immigration.” He refers 
, also to Palestine’s anomalous trade relations with other countries as 
: a result of the restrictions imposed by Article 18 of the Mandate, and 


cays: “The Jewish Agency would submit that the problem is ‘one 
of such immediate urgency to all sections of the commercial com- 
munity of Palestine that an authoritative reinterpretation of Artic'c IS 
should be sought from the Council of the League. .. .~ 

The following are extracts from the memorandum : 

The Jewish population of Palestine at the end of 1937 is estimated 
by the Jewish Agency. statisticians at a figure of approximately 416,600, 
or 30.5 per cent. of the settled population of the country (29.2 per cent. 
of the total population, including Bedouin). Approximately one- 
third of the Jewish population is concentrated in Tel-Aviv, one-third 
in Jerusalem and Haifa, and one-tenth in various smaller towns 
Jaffa, Tiberias, Safed, and Petach-Tikvah (the last having been pro- 
claimed a municipality during the year under review). 

The law-abiding character of the Jew.sh population is indicated by 
the official figures, which show that during 1937 only one Jew was 
convicted by the Court of Criminal Assize, and only ninety-one by the 
District Courts. (These figures do not, of course, include motoring 
offences.) 


immigration Lowest for Five Years 

Jewish immigration during 1937 was the lowest recorded since 1952, 
and amounted to only 10,536 as compared with 29,727 during 1936 

and 61.854 in 1935. 
The total German mmmigration into Palestine since 1933 ts estimatcd 
i at 38,000, constituting 22 per cent. of the total Jewish immigration 
re during that period. Some 9,000 of the immigrants have established 
themselves in smallholders’ settlements, and about 5,000 in communal 
’ settlements. The rest are established tn the towns of Tel-Aviv, Haifa, 

or Jerusalem. 

During 1937, Jews acquired an area of 29,367 metric dunams of land 
; in Palestine at a cost of £392,316. Of this area, 17.838 dunams were 
situated in the Coastal Plain, 445 dunams in the Jordan Valley, 4,729 
in the Emek (Plain of Esdraelon), 4.448 dunams in the hills, and 1.907 
dunams in the Negev. The total area of land in Jewish possession 
at the end of 1937 thus amounted to 1.266.831 metric dunams (exclusive 
of land held under concessions, which amounts to about 161.000 
dunams). 

Classified according to location, the land in Jewish ownership (in 
metric dunams) is: the Maritime Plain 575,000 (45 per cent.), Plain 
of Esdraelon 157,000 (13 per cent.), Jordan Valley 112,000 (9 per cent.), 
hill country 380,000 (30 per cent.), Negev 43,000 (3 per cent.). 

The census returns provide data with regard to the original owners 
of some 632,000 dunams of \land purchased for Jewish settlement. Of 
this area (which may in general be taken as typical of Jewish land- 
purchase in Palestine), 53 per cent. was purchased from Syrian absentee 
landlords, 25 per cent. from large local landowners, and 22 per cent. 
from others—including villages and small landowners. The prices 
paid originally (in the eighties of the last century) ranged from ten 
shillings to one pound a dunam, irrespective of situation or fertility. 
By 1920, the price of land had risen to £2 to £3 10s. a dunam: but 
. to-day most purchases from large landlords must be made at prices 

of £3 to £4 10s. a dunam, varying according to fertility, situation. etc.

Acquisitions of the J.N.F. 


The Jewish National Fund acquired an area of 13,507 dunams. as 
compared with 13,161 dunams in 1936. At the end of 1937. the Jewish 
National Fund owned 30.5 per cent. of the Jewish land-holdines of 
Palestine, and all but a small reserve was let on hereditary lease to 
cultivators. 

The Fund continued its afforestation programme throughout the year 
under review, and a further 1,301 dunams were planted. In addition. 
49,000 trees were planted to replace those destroyed in the 1936 
disturbances. The total area now under Jewish National Fund forests 
amounts to 9,000 dunams. 

Sixteen new agricultural settlements were established under the 
auspices of the Jewish Agency, through the Keren Hayesod and the 
Jewish National Fund, during 1937. By the end of the year, these 
settlements had a population of 1,188 persons and a total area of 
y 35,110 dunams, of which 20,000 dunams were already under plough.

Progress of Tel-Aviv Port 


During 1937, the paid-up capital of the Tel-Aviv Port Devcloprien)

Foundation Fund [Keren Hayesod]) was increased to £170,000. 
SCO workers are now employed in the port; during 1937, about 2 
tons of cargo were loaded, and 100,CCO tons discharged.

In March, 1937, Petach-Tikvah, which was founded in 1878 and is 
the oldest of the Zionist colonies, we¢ declared a municipality. [tf thus 


becomes the second Jewish town in Palestine. Its population numbers 
18.,0CO, as compared with 6,600 in 1927, while the municipal budeet 
for the current year amounts to approximately £33,000. 

Building licences issued in the four principal towns, Jerusalem, Haiia, 
Tel-Aviv, and Jafla (to Jews and non-Jews), during 1937 covered an 
urea of 577,400 square metres, as compared with 738,100 in 19306, a 
cecline of 23 per cent. 


It is estimated that the value of Jewish construction in 1937 amounted 
to about £3,100,000, as compared with about £5,000,000 in 1936. There 
are now a considerable number of well-equipped modern industrial 


enterprises producing a variety of goods for export as well as for the 
local market. Exports of manufactured goods have risen trom 
L370.0C0C0 in 1934 to £417,009 in 1936. and £565,000 in 1937.

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AN UNSATISFACTORY CIVIL SERVICE 


How the Best-Laid Plans Gang Agley ” 
HOSTILITY TO JEWISH EFFORT 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM, May 29th] 


Under the Emergency Regulations which have now been enacted 
to govern practically every phase of life in Palestine, the authorities 
enjoy arbitrary powers to suspend any newspaper which 1s believed 
to have “ caused alarm and despondency “ among the public. It seems 
unfortunate that similar action cannot be taken against those officials 
in the Palestine Administration who, through sheer muddle-headedress, 
themselves create a state of tension among the population in the belief 
that they are serving public interests. 

Typical of this policy of muddle and confusion was the imposition 
of a totally unnecessary curfew upon Jerusalem for two nights this 
week. There was no real reason for the curfew, which ran for ten 
hours from seven o'clock on the first night, May 24th, and for nine 
hours from eight o'clock on the following night. Losses were suffered 
by tradesmen and members of the general public: there was a good deal 
of avoidable irritation among people who had to be out legitimately; 
and the sum total of the measure was to add to the resentment felt 
by law-abiding members of the public against offictaldom. 

It might not be amiss at this juncture to examine the essentials of 
that officialdom which has grown up in Palestine since the British 
occupation. There are. it is true, periodical “ spring-cleanings ” in 
the Civil Service, but these affect the upper classes only. The 
subordinate misfits in the senior and junior divisions of the Service 
remain at their posts. 

Since April, 1936, there have been the “ political ” retirements or 
transfer of four prominent members of the Administration—the High 
Commissioner (General Sir Arthur Wauchope), the Chief Secretary 
(Mr. J. Hathorn Hall), the Chief Justice (Sir Michael McDonnell), and 
the Inspector-General of Police (Mr. R. G. B. Spicer). Their departure 
has made no material change in the situation, if, indeed, such a change 
were the object. As in England, this country is governed in important 
respects by the Civil Service, and there is many a slip ‘twixt the avowed 
policy and the actual method of execution. 

One may well judge the temper of former officials in Palestine when 
such persons as Mr. E. T. Richmond, many years ago Political Secre- 
tary under the first High Commissioner and in later years (after a 
period of retirement) Director of Antiquities, are found writing rabidly 
pro-Arab articles in the British Press and making no disguise of their 
hosulity towards Zionism. 


Hostility to Rebuilding of Palestine 


It would be no exaggeration (and your Correspondent has pointed 
this out on more than one occasion in the past three years) to estimate 
that some SO per cent. of the British officials in Palestine are definitely 
hostile to the Jewish reconstruction effort (although, of course, they 
will tell you: “Some of our best friends are Jews, etc., etc.”); that 
roughly 25 per cent. are indifferent but not actively obstructive to 
Jewish progress; say 20 per cent. endeavour to maintain .a scrupu- 
lously neutral attitude and, although the results often give’ a. wrong 
impression, may be classed as “ fair “; while the odd 5 per cent. can be 
regarded as sympathetic. 

It was under those conditions that the Mandate for Palestine was 
expected to succeed. How could such an obligation be successfully 
discharged when the majority of those’ entrusted with its day-to-day 
application are in disagreement with its fundamentals? Such an 
inquiry obviously cannot fall within the scope of the Woodhead Com- 
mission, now busy taking evidence in private sessions, but it would 
have been revealing and helpful had the British Government, in its 
generous appointment of numerous Commissions in the past eighteen 
years, Ordered an investigation into the behaviour of the Civil. Service 
in Palestine.

THE QUESTION OF DEFENCE 
Annual Meeting of ** Barcai” 


The sixth annual meeting of Barcai, the Brondesbury and Crickl: 
wood Zionist Circle. was held on Sunday at the Cricklewood Synagogue 
Hall. Mr. A. S. Mindei presided. The annual report was presented by 
Mr. F: Z. Bogard, Hon. Secretary, and the accounts by the treasurer, 
Mr. E. Solk.

Neither Mr. Ormsby-Gore, as Colonial Secretary. nor 
Mr. Anthony Crossley (who had previously constituted himsell the 
spokesman of the Arab cause) could have spoken trom the Jewish 
angle. The Government had only escaped a deteat by the machinations 
of Mr. Lloyd George and Mr. Winston Churchill, who drafted a

m What, then, was the situation? The Government had stated that 
om 5. the Mandate would not work. They (the Zionists) had never made that 
claim. They claimed with the Report of the Royal Commission that 
the Mandate, would work, and that the reason for its failure was to be 
found in its not being put into practice by the British Administration in 
Palestine, who had deliberately refused to work it. 


Diaspora Entitled to a View 

They would be told that a large body of people comprising the 
Yishuv were in favour of Partiton, He did not think the Yishuy in 
Palestine were entitled to an exclusive view of the Jewish problem. 
Their view ought not to be ignored, but they should not overlook the 
fact that the Yishuv existed for the sake of the Diaspora, and that the 
problems of the Diaspora were even more important than the problems 
of the Yishuy. 

The trump card of those who favoured the Partition scheme. he said. 
was the mirage of Jewish sovereignty. For the first time in two 
thousand years, they were told, Jews were to be masters of their own 
fate, and somewhere-—-however small—they would begin to build for 
digger and greater things. But sOVereignty had to be something more 
than legal and juridical status for it to mean anything real at all. 
In the legal sense, there was a sovereignty in Monaco and in Luxem- 
bourg. But to mean anything real, a sovereign State must be enabled 
to stand on its own feet, economically, geographically, and politically. 

At the most favourable estimate. it was proposed to Partition a third 
of Palestine, flanked by a hostile Arab State. Let them not say that 
the Arab State would not be hostile, because unless it were hostile to 
the Jews there would be no case whatsoever for Partition. With half 
a dozen medern guns, he said, the sovereign Jewish State could be 
blown to smithereens.

disi 
niegrate the economic foundations of the Jewish Community in 
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Palestine. It sounds. therefore, almost like a miracle that this attempt 


failed completely. Our economic foundations are intact. We have 
even registered a number of positive achievements during the last two 
critical years. The dream of many years—a Jewish harbour at Tel- 
Aviv—has been realised in spite of all the difficulties in the way. It is 
indicative of the vitality and spirit of sacrifice of Palestine Jewry 
that up to now the whole amount invested in the Tel-Aviv harbour has 
been subscribed in Palestine itself. The development of our agricultural 
settlements has not only not been retarded but twenty-four new settle- 
ments have been established. 


Vishuv’s Superhuman Efforts 


“In spite of all the handicaps and difficulties, our young industrial 
enterprises in Palestine continue to employ thousands of men and 
women. Much has been done during that time for the housing of the 
refugees from Jafla and for the Jewish workers in the colonies. The 
amount of deposits in the banks of Palestine has not decreased, in spite 
of the unsettled conditions. And what is most important of all, the 
energy and vitality of the Yishuv have not decreased. Individually and 
collettively the Jews of Palestine have been, and are, making almost 
superhuman efforts to overcome the difficulties.” 

At the same time, said Dr. Goldstein, they must face and overcome 
the negative facts of those two difficult years. 

“Up to the outbreak of the disturbances,” he said, “ two factors 
had been instrumental in the upbuilding of Palestine. The first of these 
was the capital provided by the national funds and private capital. 
Since the disturbances, the investment of new private capital has very 
greatly decreased. The private capitalist ts waiting for a definite 
settiement of the position in Palestine and for a clear policy as regards 
its future before he will venture to invest again. The second was the 
immigration and the tourist traffic; which were yearly increasing and 
bringing into the country men and money. They have greatly decreased. 


* These two factors were bound to have an effect on the economic 
life oO} the COUNTY 


Agency Commitments Increased 

“On the other hand. the commitments of the Jewish Agency, whose 
resources are entirely dependent on national capital, have been greatly 
[hey have had to provide money not only for the budget 
for regular activities, but also for security, supernumerary police, hous- 
ny and assistance for the victims of the disturbances, roads te connect 
the colonies with the towns to increase their security, the creation and 
consolidation of the new agricultural settlements, and last, but not 
least, loans to those industrial enterprises and artisans which were 
suffering from the cansequences of lack of private capital. 

“It ws of the utmost importance not only for our economic but also 
for our political future in Palestine that we should continue to Keep 
intact the economic structure which we have created. This can be 
done only by a great and concentrated eflort on the part of the Jewries 
of the world. 

“The last Congress voted, in addition to the ordinary budget of 
£300,000. an additional £300,000 for security, consolidation, new 
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agricultural settlements, and other urgent economic needs. Unless 
the whole of that £600,000 is raised this vear, it will be impossible to 
fulfil the minimum programme of economic activities vital to our 
economic Stability. 

‘It will be tragic if for the lack of means we were to endanger the 
lives of the young men and women who are penctia m our agricultural 
possessions. It would be unforgivable if we were unable to provide 
work for the unemployed. It is unthinkable that we should leave those 
industries and artisans which are in need of loans to struggle unassisted 

“In this time of unparalleled distress.” said Dr. Goldstein, “* Palestine 
has become the only hope for the Jewish people, and I am convinced 
that in spite of the many sacrifices that the tragic hour in the Diaspora 
is demanding from the Jews of the world, they will fully realise the 
immense importance of keeping intact the economy of Palestine at 
this decisive hour in its destiny.”

“ BRITISH ISRAEL” LECTURE ON PALESTINE 


Under the title of “/s Britain Ready?” a series of lectures was given 
recently at Kensington Town Hall. under the auspices of the “ British 
Israel’ Federation 

Ihe lecture on Britain and Palestine,” illustrated by lantern slides 
which included maps of Palestine divided according to Biblical prophecies 
and according to the present-day scheme of Partition, was delivered to 
a crowded audience by the Rev. H. A. Edwards. The lecturer stated that 
any settlement made. whether by the British Government or any other 
Government or group of States, which ran counter to the Deed of Covenant 
which God had set His hand and seal to, would be brought to naught. 

It should be remembered, he said. that, in the sixteenth chapter of 
Genesis, God had made a covenant with Ishmael—the progenitor of the 
Arabs--before He made a covenant with Isaac. According to this, the 
descendants of Ishmael were to multiply exceedingly, and their hand would 
be against their brethren. The proposed division of Palestine was right in 
one thing only--the maintenance of the neutrality of Jerusalem under 
Britain as the Mandatory Power. Jerusalem, according to the Biblical 
prophecies, was not to belong to any tribe, but was to be the property of 
God Himself. Britain. as the Mandatory country, was representative of the 
Israel neonle to-day. he declared. 

Ihe Chairman. Admiral Errol Manners, asked the gathering to bear in 
mind two points: First. the Jews as known to-day were not the Tribe of 
Judah. but only remnant. and secondly, that only those people would 
return to Palestine who were believers, namely, Christians. 


JEW OR ARAB? 


God promised Palestine to the Jews and not to the Arabs said a 
Christadelphian lecturer, Mr. R. A. Overton, of Rugby, who gave a lantern 
lecture. entitled “Jew or Arab.” at the Bancroft Road Library, Mile 
End, last week 

Ihe lecture and its reeeption by the audience, which included over two 
hundred Christadelphians mostly from distant branches, demonstrated again 
the enthusiasm of the brotherhood over the return of the Jewish people 
to Palestine and their belief that that return and other international events 
of to-day were the fulfilment of Biblical prophecy. Mr. Overton's illustrated 
account of the revival of Eretz Yisrael was thrilling. He contrasted Jewish 
enterprise with the backwardness and laziness of the Arabs, and spoke 
of the latter's jealousy of Jewish success and their destruction of. orange 
groves and other plantations and property developed by the Jews. His 
pictures, he said, left no doubt whether Palestine should be the land of the 
Jew or of the Arab 
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JEWISH RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


Danger of Curtailment 
URGENT APPEAL BY DR. LUCAS 


The immediate launching of an appeal on behalf of the Jewish 
Religious Education Board is to be taken as an attempt, an almost 
desperate attempt, to prevent the Board's work from being considerably 
curtailed, or even the unthinkable disaster of the Board’s going under 
altogether. 

This is the melancholy fact of the situation in which the Board to-day 
finds itself. representative of Tue Jewtsn 
CHRONICLE has had an interview with Dr. 
Nathaniel Lucas, the indefatigable President 
of the Board since 1930, and has gathered 
some impressions of the work conducted 
by the Board—and of the need for the 
Community to come to its aid al once. 

Dr. Lucas said that the annual expenditure 
of the Board. cutting it down to the lowest 
possible figure, was £7.500 a year, of which 
roughly £2.500 was assured income. fhe 
rest —£5,000—-had to be found. At the end 
of 1937, the Board. found itself with a deficit 
of £760. but by the end of 1938 this would 
be increased by £1.800, making a total 
deficit of £2.560. This figure would. more- 
over, gO On increasing unless something was 
done. and done quickly. 

Ihe number of children at present on the 
rolis of the Boards classes, Dr. Lucas 
informed me, is 3,200. and the average cost per child is £2 7s... which ts 
the lowest possible sum to be expended without sacrificing efficiency. The 
most rigid economy so far as office accommodation and appurtenances 
are concerned is being eflected and the organisation of the classes is done 
from the Board's offices. although there are Managing Committees who 
Jook after the various aspects of the Board's work. 

We discussed the curriculum. which includes the teaching of the Jewish 
religion, history (Biblical and post-Biblical), and Hebrew. On the average, 
the classes meet for only three hours a week. which, it must be admitted, 
is Very little. But what, exclaimed Dr. Lucas, could the Board not do if it 
were given the necessary communal encouragement to develop its work! 
An important point in the Board's work is that it is the only religious 
body teaching girls to any large extent. no fewer than 75 per cent. of the 
pupils being girls. The Board's work has grown steadily. In 1913, there 
were eighteen sets of classes: now there are twenty-five: in addition. there 
ss the Sabbath School and the Higher Education Centre. which, it is not 
too much to say, 1s one of the Board's greatest achievements since Dr. 
Nathan Morris was appointed Education Officer. The Centre constitutes 
the chief source of supply for teachers in religious education. It was 
established about five vears ago and has done excellent work cver since. 
Now, at last, the Centre has a home of its own in the old Infants’ School 
at Buckle Street, F.

Ministers’ Help Sought 


Dealing with the pressing need for money. Dr. Lucas said: “It is hoped 
that Synagogue Munisters, after their Shevuot sermons, will, in conjunction 
with one or two lay members of the Congregation, pay visits to such 
members of their congregations as will be likely to respond liberally to 
the Board's appeal. .The present number of subscribers is pitifully small. 
for example. when we made our appeal in 1937. not more than S00 names 
appeared in the list given in the annual report.” The drive which is now 
being made is to include a variety preformance to be held some time 
in November. 

“It as said,” continued Dr. Lucas, “that religion is something that is 
inborn. It may be so—but it requires a good deal of guidance and 
instruction in order that mt may flower to its fullest extent. 1 feel that 
it is nothing but lack of funds that prevents our Community in London 
from having the finest set of religion classes in the world. We have the 
promise of material if we could only afford to train that material as 
teachers; and it is purely lack of funds that prevents our doing this and 
from acquiring more premises for classes in the large and scattered area 
over which London Jewry ts spread.” 

After paying a tribute to all his colleagues, Dr. Lucas said that guiding all 
their work was Dr. Nathan Morrts, whom he thought he could best describe 
as a “fiery enthusiast.” His work, however, was being terribly hampered 
through the constant lack of funds. 

“It is for all these reasons,” concluded Dr. Lucas. “that I appeal to 
the Community to come to our aid. [ know quite well that, owing to world 
conditions, large sums are needed to help our coreligionists in Germany. 
Austria, and elsewhere. But if we are to cease nourishing our own institu- 
tions because of this, then the anti-Semites will have the satisfaction of 
vitally harming not only the Jewries of their own countries but of England 
as well. When all is said and done, it is our religion which is the cement 
holding all Jewries of the world in sympathy. If we allow that to perish. 
the whole edifice which has been in existence for so many thousands of 
years is bound to crumble.”

£34,000 BEQUEST FOR ALLIANCE ISRAELITE 
Paris Court’s Decision 


The Alliance Israclite Universelle, the organisation founded in 1860 
with the object of furthering “the emancipation, the education, and 
the moral progress of the Jews,” ts to benefit indirectly by a sum 
of five million trancs (nearly £34,000) as the result of a decision 
by the First Civil Chamber in Paris, reports Central News. 

In May, 1936, Mme. Moise Bloch (née Anna Henriette. Zivy), a 
widow, died at her home in the Avenue Carnot. In her will she left 
her fortune to the Alliance. The heirs of Mme. Bloch attacked the 
validity of the will on the ground that this body was not recognised as 
being one of public usefulness. Later, however, a claim was, entered 
by the Ecole Normale Israélite, one of various establishments created 
by the Alliance and recognised as being a public service, and the Court 
has now given judgment accordingly. | 

\ meeting to protest against the anti-alien campaign and the severity 
of police measures was held last week at the Mutualité, in Paris, under 
the Presidency of M. Philippe Serre, late Under-Secretary for Immigration 
in the Blum Government. Speakers included Trade Union, Socialist, 
Radical, and Communist (General Confederation of Trade Unions) leaders.

CHRISTIANS CONDEMN ANTI-SEMITISM 
Church of Scotland Assembly 
PRACTICAL SYMPATHY CALLED FOR 


The General Assembly of the Church of Scotland in Edinburgh last 
week adopted the following resolution: “ The General Assembly renew 
their protests against the virulence and cruelty of the attacks still being 
directed against helpless Jewish minorities in Central and Eastern 
Europe, and they affirm their conviction that no Church can be truly 
Christian and anti-Semitic at one and the same time.” 

Several speakers denounced the oppression of the Jews in Germany. The 
Very Rev. Dr. John White pointed out that the present day called for some 
practical expression of sympathy with the persecuted Jews. They must give 
them of their best. The promises of God to Israel stood unrepealed. They 
also stood unfulfilled. He asked the Assembly to think how they were debtors 
to this Strange race ; debtors not only to them for the Prophets and Apostles, 
but debtors to them tn art and science and literature and jurisprudence. There 
had not been a great intellectual movement for centuries past in which Jewish 
thinkers and scholars had not been largely engaged. He wished to think of 
them, however, in their own (the British) nation as loyal citizens : and, as they 
had sought a home in their midst, they must do their best for this lone Esau of 
the nations weeping for the loss of the birthright which the Gentile enjoyed. 

Dr. George Mackenzie said that their Church had declared again and again 
its detestation of the diabolic treatment o° the Jews in Germany, and of Jewish 
children especially. Surely that was an unforgivable sin. He was told that 
there were something like 20,000 Germans in this country, not counting. 
refugees ; he wished it could be brought home to each of them, from the 
German Ambassador downwatds, that in the judgment of the decent-minded 
people of this country, excluding the “ Heil Hitler ** set in London society, 
their country had sunk, under Hitler's heel, tothe very lowest depth of moral 
infamy to which any country could descend. No triumphs of low cunning or 
brute force could ever wash out the stain of that. 

The Very Rev. Lauchlan Maclean Watt, D.D., moved the resolution. ** What 
the world could be if we could get into our religion the spiritual devotion of 
that old race!" he exclaimed. “I have had a lot of kindness at the hands of 
Jews all over the world. I never met a more interesting, kind, and tender- 
hearted people, and I never met a people who, before the days of pensions and 
all kinds of poverty-helping, so looked after their own people and never let 
a Jew go on the partsh,.”” 

Seconding, the Rev. W. W. Gauld, of Aberdeen, said they heard much of 
anti-Semitism. There was a scientific, almost disinfectant. sound about the 
word that camouflaged the beastliness of the thing it stood for. It was the duty 
of the Church and its present-day duty to make that word obsolete. to brand it 
for the thing it was, a thing of shame, the mark of an ignorant and essentially 
Pagan mind. Scotland had had an honourable record in its attitude to the Jew. 


THE JEWS {OF SOUTH AFRICA 
A Factor for Progress 


In the course of a lecture on * The Jews of South Africa and the Empire,” 
which he gave on Tuesday at the Anglo-Palestinian Club. Mr. Paul H. 
Emden said that those South Africans who were responsible for the 
legislation introduced last year that aimed at restricting the entry of Jews 
ought to be reminded how much the Union of South Africa owed to Jewish 
influence. 

Mr. Emden gave an account of Jewish associations with Africa which 
started, he said, with the immigration into Egypt of Joseph and his brethren 
His story included references to the assistance given by Abraham Zacuto. 
the Spanish astronomer and mathematician, to Bartholomew Diaz and Vasco 
da Gama in the fifteenth century; to Jewish connections with East India 
companies in the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries: to the settlement 
early in the nineteenth century of British Jews in South Africa. and the 
prominent part they played in the development of Natal: to Jewish participa- 
tion in the agricultural, gold, diamond, and many other industries of South 
Africa; and the great share Jews took in the progress of Johannesburg.

VYVYAN ADAMS ON FASCISM 


The B.U.F. and the Workers 
ANTI-SEMITISM AN INTERNATIONAL SYMPTOM 
[From our Special Correspondent) 


Ihat Britain could turn Fascist, but that it would not, was the 
opimon of Mr. Vyvyan Adams, M.P., speaking on “Could Great 
Britain Turn Fascist?” at. the Anglo-Palestinian Club on Thursday 
of last week. Miss Miriam Moses, J.P., presided. 

Mir. Adams said he had incurred the hostility of the British Fascist 
Party because he objected to Britain being invaded by Italian uniforms 
and by a Nazi philosophy. No party could hope for power in this 
country unless it could attract the support of a. vast section of the 
industrial workers; and his experience in Leeds convinced him that 
a Bb. Parliamentary candidate would lose his deposit there. The 
Fascist Party had been doing its best to thrive on anti-Semitism, 
and he had no doubt that among the more ignorant there had always 
been an element of anti-Semitism. But in a recent anti-Fascist 
demonstration in Leeds, it had been noticed that the greatest hostility 
towards Fascism was.shown by the Gentiles and not by the Jews. 

hascism and anti-Semitism were primarily international questions; 
and the persecution of the Jew was a symptom of the present 
ndescribably bad international relationships. He believed that if an 
unsuccessful war was fought as a result of a policy of indeterminable 
concessions, a Fascist regime might result in this country. 

the friendship of the Englishman was well worth having, and. he 
asxed his audience not to be slow in obtaining it. They should employ 
the privilege of friendship by persuading them that the attack on the 


Jews was part of a terror that was menacing all peoples desiring 

liberty; that the vile treatment of Jews in certain areas was a symptom

There was really no distinction between the Jewish and the Christian

\ithough. the world situation was very serious, he believed there 
in Opportunity for the democratic Powers to establish an inter- 
hattonal rule of law by combining against the aggressors. Fascism, 
necuuse it denied the best side of human nature, could not survive 
‘or ever anywhere. Even in Germany, he said, there was an immense 
subterranean anti-Nazi opposition, amounting to about fifty to sixty 
Per cent. of the entire German population. If the hold of Fascism 
abroad was precarious, it would never take firm root in Britain, _ 

In reply to a question about the activity of Nazi groups in this 
‘ountry, Mr. Adams said that such groups were completely ant- 
social. The groups were virtually seditious and should be dissolved.

MOTORING NOTES 


ROAD ACCIDENTS AND REGULATIONS 
Tackling Excessive Cylinder Wear 


Whether or not sufficient cash will be spared from other national 
projects to carry out some of the recommendations in Sir Charles 
Bressey’s report to improve our roads, motorists themselves are agreed 
that more regulations are needed to lessen risk of accidents. A 
resolution on the subject was adopted unanimously by the General 
Council of the Royal Automobile Club at a meeting held on May 19th. 
The General Council is a truly representative body. It is composed of 
the Committee of the Club, together with representatives of all the 
other motor clubs associated with the R.A.C. in all parts of the country 
and direct representatives, elected by local Committees, of the associate 
members of the R.A.C. in their various areas. 

Ihe resolution is as follows: 


That this Council is of opinion that, in order to reduce the toll of road 
accidents, it ts desirable that positive obligations of a reasonable character should 
be imposed on all types of road-users, meluding pedal-cyclists and pedestrians, 
and, in particular, that petlal-cyclists should be registered and should carry 
rear. lights and be subject to penalty tor careless riding, and that: the movement 
Ol pedestrians acr ihe roadway at controlled crossings should conform to

Two subjects are at the moment the chief topics of car-owners; 
One ts fuel consumption and the other cylinder wear. I suppose that 
this is because, from one cause or another, the need for economy in 
motoring expenses has made itself felt. It is therefore interesting to 
note how Lord Nuflield’s engineers have tackled the problem of 
excessive cylinder wear in. Wolseley cars. It was a technical job from 
first to last and involved a number of items. 

First, they fitted all Wolseley engines with the Flower composite 
piston, which has an aluminium head welded to a steel skirt. The 
use of the Flower piston avoids undue clearance between piston and 
eylinder wall, so that tt is a material factor in eliminating piston slap. 
To this improved piston was: added a constant oil-level pick-up, a 
floating intake in the engine sump whereby the oil which ts fed to 
the motor ts always clean and fresh, as sludge tends to sink to the base 
and is not put in circulation. This pick-up also acts in conjunction 
with a “tecalemit” oil filter. 

Also, as carburation has a great bearing on-cylinder bore wear, S.U. 
carburettors were fitted to the Super Sixes and the 18/80 Wolseleys, 
which always gave the correct strength of gas mixture, so that a clean 
start could be made on the coldest engine without the use of hand 
throttle or choke. Another gadget fitted was the thermoil “ adcayne ” 
cold-start cylinder-wall lubricator, the invention of the Hon. Ruth 
Cokayne, which operates in conjunction with the S.U. thermostatic 
carburettor control. When cold starts are made, say, at temperatures 
below 35 degrees Centigrade, the thermostat that automatically provides 
for a rich starting mixture also arranges for the supply of a dose of 
Duckham’s special “adcayne™ upper-cylinder lubricant to the inlet 
manifold. At approximately 35 degrees Centigrade, when the thermo- 
stat switches the engine over to the normal fuel mixture, the supply 
of the upper-cylinder lubricant ts also cut off.

HE annual Flower Show at Chelsea is one of the great demo- 

cratising experiences of British life. Flower growers may be landed 
aristocrats. Or they may be market gardeners, or they may be jobbing 
gardeners whose love of their work has completely infused their 
lives. And the visitors to the Show are made up of all these elements, 
very equally represented—to which may be added a generous sprinkling 
of women whose love of flowers is a major passion in their otherwise 
town-bound lives. 

But when it comes to the blooms themselves, there is by no means 
the same egalitarianism! The haughty hothouse orchid holds up her 
lovely exotic head, and does not attempt any kind of familiarity with 
plants of lesser degree. Even such “common or 


spectacular groups of roses in the tents, with their undying and g)owing 
red and white. 

Mr. Lionel de Rothschild’s exhibit which won a gold medal! wis 4 
table group of Hippeastrums (as shown in the accompanying photo).

SATISFACTORY BUSINESS. 

While the Report and Accounts for the past year 
are Satisfactory, nevertheless we must all feel regret that the 
expansion in our business that has continued year after 
year since the existing Company was formed in 1920, 
was in the past year arrested—let-us hope temporarily. 


Unul the end of the year 1937 we recorded a normal 
expansion in our Sales, but during the last four months - 
ending March, #938, we experienced a considerable 
recession, due to the fall in public consumption. It ts 
well Known that many important manufacturing businesses 
throughout the country experienced a similar falling off 
in business, and I have read the expression of many 
thoughtful views on the reasons for this state of affairs, 
lt appears to me that during the past year we have all 
been brought to realise more clearly the very disturbed 
conditions existing throughout the world—and reflected 
in Our country by the continued increase fn the heavy 
burden of taxation, the fall in investment values, and 
the consequent curtatling of public spending. 
COMPETITION, 

We have had to meet competition by price cutting 
during the period under review—not, for us (who have 
spent 35 years in developing and fostering this trade) a 
novel experience, and we are aware that some of these 
competitors are sustaining actual trading losses in Selling 
their goods at the prices they do. It is fortunate for this 
Company that the complete reorganisation of our manu- 
| facturing facilities, begun now some six years ago, enables 

us to View this competition with composure and to maintain 

in the face of it our business and our profits. 


REPORT AND ACCOUNTS. 


| The surplus of Profit, over the sum required for the 
| Dividends we recommend to you, amounts to £151,000. 


The various items of Capital investment (Buildings, 
Plant and Machinery, Subsidiary Companies and Trade 
Investments) have not yet had time to be reflected to any 
considerable extent in our profits. It is, however, our 
hope and expectation that we shall obtain advantages in 
the future. We do not anticipate any considerable 
expenditure under these heads during the coming year.

** Glorious Morning ”’ 
A Beautiful and Interesting Play 


Mr. Norman Macowan, in his new play at the Duchess Theatre, has 
tackled the very difficult subject of the fight for religious freedom 
in a totalitarian State. 

To mention first the negative excelicnces of this beautiful play, by the 
exercise of great tact the author has avoided the ‘many snares in treating 
dramatically of such a subject which would lead to the ridiculous. He has 
also avoided preaching: and he has gone out of his way to state the case 
on both sides with considerable fairness 

But the positive value of “Glorious Morning” results from the deep 
sincerity with which it is written, and from the sure understanding of the 
playwright that. essentially, religious experience is beyond logical limita- 
tions. No doubt some pompous materialist will object that there is only 
one way to discuss such a problem, and that ts by a superficial and facetious 
analysis, half political and half mechanical. But, just as it ts umpossibic 
to express the message of a great work of art in textbook speech, so tl 
would have been but a shallow thing for Mr. Macowan to have sought 
to express his message in bright and logical dialogue. His task was to 
present a very moving, though simple, story in dgamatic form which would 
catch some of the mystery of the human vearnine for religion. He has 
done this to a marked degree, and the experience he affords us is moving 
and enriching. 

He has met the necessity of explaining the circumstances in his imaginary, 
totalitarian State by introducing a small love plot at the beginning of 
the play. which proves subsequently something of a ragged factor. But 
this is a small objection. As the girl student to whom is given the vision 
which leads her to die for freedom to worship God, Jessica Tandy 1s 
rightly fragile. emphasising the mystery we are continually being shown 
of the weakest and apparently least equipped being chosen. Her simplicity 
and quiet faith are imspuing. Herbert Lomas gives a lovely performance 
as a brave old farmer who defies the new barbarism. As the representa- 
tive of totalitarianism, Reginald Tate rightly suggests conviction as sincere 
in his line of thought as that of the old man and his granddaughter whom 
he feels compelled to have shot for their religious “ stubbornness.” 

Others in the cast who contribute to this refreshingly sincere play are 


Isola Strong. Christopher Quest, Olive Walter, Raymond Huntley, Gilbert 
Davis, and Selma Vaz Dias. 


** Spring Meeting 
Good Fun in Eire 


The new play at the Ambassadors Theatre, “ Spring Meeting,” by 
M. J. Farrell and John Perry, is one of those cheerful expositions of 
the gay irresponsibility that the theatre, at any rate, has fastened upon 
the inhabitants of Eire. 

Of the plot, little need be said. The entertainment derives entirely from 
the revelation of the several very breezily-drawn characters, and in particular 
of a servant in this decayed aristocratic house. To mention that this 
butler is played by Arthur Sinclair is to picture immediately what sort 
of a delightful fellow he is, ripe in homely wisdom, self-satisfied in the 
most appealing way, warm of heart, and indifferent to those lesser formalities 
of life which add to the drabness of so much of existence. At one moment 
he is the obedient servant, at the next the family mentor. Mr. Sinclair. 
who can fill a large stage with his personality, easily fills the whole of the 
Ambassadors Theatre with his geniality. 

Other characters also afford opportunities for the actors to demonstrate 
their powers of individual creation, such as the quintessence of spinsterhood 

resented by Margaret Rutherford, the hearty squire of Roger Livesey, the 


usty youngster of Betty Chancellor, and the common sense and general 
sanity of Zena Dare. 


This, My Life...” 
Sunday Night Society’s Production 


On Sunday evening, “New Plays” presented. at the Phoenix 
Theatre a play entitled “ This My Life . . .” by Daphne Lennard and 
John Plowden. 

_Like every other play-producing society, the aims of “ New Plays” are 
high; unlike the majority of these societies. they make an attempt to sustain 
these aims. “ This My Life . . .” is a highly interesting and dramatic work 
dealing with a scientist who experiments upon himself in order to discover 
a new cure for a dreadful disease. John Raeburn believes that his own 
— death in the cause of science will be a small risk to face. if only 

umanity can be served. But he is also conscious of the problem of his 
wife, who, he feels, is too dependent on him. So, without disclosing his 
intentions, Or giving her any inkling as to the reason for his actions. he 
adopts a mask of aloofness towards her. It is a gamble. If the worst 
happens, her affections will have been alienated and the shock will not be so 
great. If he succeeds—well, of course, he does succeed and all is well. But 
before the climax is reached, we have seen him lapse into temporary blind- 
ness and paralysis. 

These two authors know how to write. 
and of dialogue, and only in their sentimental passages do they sometimes 
fail. John Raeburn is a convincing and finely written character and Leo 
Genn, taking every opportunity and overcoming a tendency during the 
first act to slur the ends of his sentences, gave a performance of outst 
merit. I have not seen this actor on the stage since, five years ago. he 
appeared in “ Ballerina,” and it is evident that his work in the intervening 
years at the Old Vic has stood him in good stead. Here is a man of whom 
the theatre ought to see far more; at the moment the theatre's loss is 
Denham’s gain. Iris Baker, looking as lovely as ever, gave the sympathetic 
performance that one would expect from this accomplished actress in the 
jess satisfactorily written part of the wife. Other good performances came 
from Frank Foster; as a faithful servant: Joan Lang, in a minute part 
of a maid; and Helen Misener as a convincingly capable cook. With a 
little pulling together and a little clarification of non-scientific issues, this 
play might stand a chance, though I am always doubtful of the prospects 
of a play when hypodermic injections are given on the stage. However 
{ am confident that we shall hear of these two authors again.

T is rather curious that although Jewish 
P scadivion associates Shevuot with the Giving 

of the Law on Mount Sinai there is no 
direct Biblical warrant for this association. 
Indeed, the Rabbis have been at pains to cite 
particular phrases in order to support the view 
that the Festival was indeed celebrated on the 
anniversary of the Sinaitic Revelation. The 
Bible itself gives the feast a purely agricultural 
character. It was a celebration of the 
ingathering of the: wheat harvest 


A PILGRIMAGI 


To mark the occasion, a voluntary offering, 
consisting of two loaves made of the new 
wheat, was offered on the altar of the Temple. 
The Talmud gives a picturesque account of the 
ceremony. To the sound of music the joyous 
pilgrims made their way to the Temple Mount. 
Each bore a basket containing choice fruits. 
Rich and poor alike jomed in the procession 
rendering thanks to God for the bounty of the 
harvest. King Agrippa, who then ruled 
Palestine, marched with the rest, carrying his 
basket. The Levites greeted the pilgrims, 
singing the thirtieth Psalm: “1 will extol Thee, 
© Lord, for Thou hast raised me up, and hast 
not made my foes to rejoice over me.” The 
pilgrims then recited the prayer set forth in 
the twenty-sixth chapter of Deuteronomy, 
concluding with the words: “ Look down from 
Thy. holy habitation, from Heaven, and bless 
Thy people Israel, and the ground which Thou 
hast given us, as Thou swarest unto our fathers. 
a land flowing with milk and honey.”

Do we sufliciently proclaim 
the moral truths of the Decalogue in a world 
which persistently sets them at defiance? It 
is not enough to be merely silent witnesses.

T is rather curious that although Jewish 
Pocadivion associates Shevuot with the Giving 
™ Of the Law on Mount Sinai there is no 
direct Biblical warrant for this association. 
Indeed, the Rabbis have been at pains to cite 
particular phrases in order to support the view 
that the Festival was indeed celebrated on the 
anniversary of the Sinaitic Revelation. The 
Bible itself gives the feast a purely agricultural 
character. It was a _ celebration of the 
ingathering of the wheat harvest. 

A PILGRIMAGE 

To mark the occasion, a voluntary offering, 
consisting of two loaves made of the new 
wheat, was offered on the altar of the Temple. 
The Talmud gives a picturesque account of the 
ceremony. To the sound of music the joyous 
pilgrims made their way to the Temple Mount. 
Each bore a basket containing choice fruits. 
Rich and poor alike joined in the procession 
rendering thanks to God for the bounty of the 
harvest. King Agrippa, who then ruled 
Palestine, marched with the rest, carrying his 
basket. The Levites greeted the pilgrims, 
singing the thirtieth Psalm: “I will extol Thee, 
O Lord, for Thou hast raised me up, and hast 
not made my foes to rejoice over me.” The 
pilgrims then recited the prayer set forth in 
the twenty-sixth chapter of Deuteronomy, 
concluding with the words: “ Look down from 
Thy holy habitation, from Heaven, and bless 
Thy people Israel, and the ground which Thou 
hast given us, as Thou swarest unto our fathers, 
a land flowing with milk and honey.”
